Leninism, like, corporate capitalism, has the notion that per- 
sons are "things" to be controlled, manipulated, bought and sac¬ 
rificed to maintain and support a present or future ruling group.. 
Leninist vanguard parties, in power or out, almost universally 
condemn lo ve for one of the sane sex as a transitory byproduct of 
capitalism, instead of seeing it as one basic way or relating to 
TDle. "Socialist" states recognize that the breakdown of het¬ 


erosexuality and the monogamous ideal will threaten the breakdown 
of the family {that "factory for the reproduction of dominant 
cultural patterns 1 * — Reich), and with it threaten, these states _ 
with a population no longer held in check by authoritarian condi¬ 
tioning and respect for power and tradition. A growing few len- 
inist sects in the Western imperialist, countries already consid¬ 
er recruitment from and "infiltration" of the gay liberation 
movement as a potential method for building their organisations. 
Obviously this tactic will succeed only to the extent that gay ^ 
organizations follow the Leninist model (dogma, hierarchy, mani¬ 
pulation) and to the extent that their members are colonized _ by 
bourgeois and Leninist behavior patterns (acceptance of intellec- 
tual/moral/physical authority, puritanism, uncritical ooedientt:}. 
Similarly, the still-marginal trend, in Western society to end le¬ 
gal and social oppression of homosexuals is widening J° ut ^ ,Q[1 A/ 
to the extent that homosexuals adopt, the moral values of straignt 
society, play the roles, accept tile "right" of straight society 
to reproduce itself, in other words restrict gay liberation to 
the bedroom. 

The capitalists want to make us believe that if we are not 
happy with life it is because we are at rault for mailing to gee 
a satisfying job and for failing to practice the bourgeois eth¬ 
ical code. The Leninists want to make us believe that their 
Workers' Government is a big improvement over the capitalist way 
of running things. Nonetheless, we who sell our time to either 
aren't making decisions, either about how we go about our jobs 
or whether what we're producing or doing is even worth producing 
or doing. We fail, to rebel against these conditions in part be¬ 
cause we have been conditioned since birth to play narrow sexual 
roles and to accept the legitimacy of parental and social author¬ 
ity. If people really ware free and happy, would they seek sell- 
fulfilJjment, for”exarnple, in (1) participating in a global war 
Industry, (2) converting millions of trees into millions of tons 
of paper for advertising and administrative purposes, (3) being 
salespeople or East/West, bureaucrats to push that same paper ^ a— 
round, (4) being academic apologists for the necessity and vir¬ 
tue of the above activities? The fact that, everywhere we are 
willing to play these and many other roles for global capitalism 
shows how little control, we actually have over our lives. 

Are we to overthrow East/West. control of our persona* rela¬ 
tionships without over throwing that same control of our. social- 
oroducti ve lives?? One is impossible without the other, just as 
there is an indissoluble rink between love and creativity. Down 
with the Mao Tse-tung/Pepsi Cola/Billy Graham axis!

mine luw best to hackle the problems of the pre¬ 
sence of homosexuals, in the various institutions 
of our cultural sector. 

It was proposed that a study should be made to 
find a way of applying measures with a view to 
transferring to other organizations those who, as 
harosexuals, should not have any direct influence 
on our youth through artistic and cultural acti¬ 
vities . 

It was resolved that those whose morals do- not 
correspond to the prestige of our revolution 
should be barred from any group- of performers 
representing our country abroad. 

Finally, it was agreed to demand that severe 
penalties be applied to those who corrupt, the 
morals of minors, depraved repeat offenders and 
irredosnable antisocial elsaents. 

Cultural institutions cannot serve as a plat¬ 
form for false intellectuals who try to make 
snobbery, extravagant conduct, homosexuality and 
other social aberrations into expressions of rev¬ 
olutionary spirit and art, isolated from the 
masses arses the spirit of the revolution.

POLICY FOR. RECmJimiHT 



Through many discussions in the past few 
mithSr the National Committee. of tte itenoenwios 
Brigade (BV) has formulated several ccsioiissic^s 
ooucstning the practice of the gay liberation 
movement, And .Cxon these, wa has,® developed a 
policy concerning recruitment fro® the gay stove- 
sent. 

The Cuban people, evening a full discussion «i 
hanna8mi>U. ity f h«s ccpis to a certain perspective 
on its origin and its historical dswetapftmnt with¬ 
in Cuba. They have dona so by examining the role 
of hcenosawisals within fcte retolufcicrvaiy context 
o£ the society.. The present conclusion at this-, 
discussion is. that homosexuality in. Cuba is & 
social pathology left over fmm the decadent 
bourgeois order. 

ite feel that howsvex else the gay nwasmt may 
be progressing in other aspects of its practice 
within the U.S., w» to lien® that the path it has 
generally taken regarding Cuba (generally anti- 
Ctibaa) is dagenw and incorrect — and must. to*s 
oormeted if the gay rrovefnen.C is co mow® in a. 
consistently anti-inperialifit direction. 

Generally* the past activities of the gay 
North MadcMM have been destructive. A list of 
specific activities would include “re-educating 
the Cabans" (assuming that, the situation in Oha 
must be the same as; that- of the U.S.)* outright 
attacks and denunciations on the Cuban involution 
"boycotts",, remaining silent and allowing incor¬ 
rect tendencies to flourish wdiallagedi etc.. 

In 'general,, .hcnoaaxuala in Cuba have not par¬ 
ticipated in the revolutionary process. They 
have existed side fay side with the Revolution, 
and are essentially parasites in the revolutlcn, 
(It must be noted that there are a few excep¬ 
tions j .however, here we are not. 'oonosmed with 
individuals and individual actions, but with 
groups; and group actions.) This tea been the re¬ 
ality of homosexuals in Cuba; and it is on this
